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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues the rejection of claim 1 by 
first stating that Nohno divides his frame period into the detection period and the writing period and in the current inventnio the idling 
period is inbetween two frames, however, the examiner would like to point out that the calim states: "...during idling time in-between 
WRITING periods" not between frame periods, and since Nohno discloses of detecting the scan positiion during idling time between 
WRITING periods he teach the claim language. Also, the applicant argues that Nohno discloses that the x-detection step is performed 
before y-coordinate detection period in the same frame, which is an opposite order to the claimed invention, however, as the examiner 
explained, the claimed inention DOES NOT REQUIRE THAT THE SENSING STEPS TAKE PLACE IN THE SAME FRAME PERIOD. 
Being so, the examiner interpreted that the scan lines are detected, then the volatge signal is charged into the data lines, then in the next 
frame period the data lines are detected. There is not a limitation in the claims that prevents this broad interpretation of the claims. 
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
